•review, . however, was . satisfactory / in 
eeveral respects, for it Is obseryedîttiat 
a larger proportion of the plaçante 
were' of a permanent character, whiie 
the average salary was higher. 

The detailed report reveals that po- 
sitions >. were found for 15 meh and 
iilnis women. Of the .24 . placements, 
-tlùeo;.or;the.;3^ graduates 
were;'bîti-a?temporaf/ two 
cf those for women were in the same 
category. In the same quarter of 1933, 
only 13 placements- were recordetl, and 
only seven of these were' permanent. 
During the preceding quarter of 1034, 
,^25 positions were found, one more than 
.last jiaaiier, but of this number 12 
' were temporary. ' . - . - • , 



NEED FINANCIAL AID 

G r a d i^^^^^^rw^Seek ' to 
'Maintain School as Ncc- 
cessary Feature of 
, Nursing 

Oiœada arid particularly 
of l^^^f ïîftve set themselves to 
the task of raising, funds to maintain 
the grWuate school at McGUl. This 
School for Graduate Nurses was es- 
tablished at McGlll University In 1920, 
following a request of nursing leaders, 
who felt that the time^had' come to 
qual'Jy nurses for leaderslilp in the 
field of hospital and tralnhig school 
'admînlsti«tton,^nur3ing-'ed\icatt6n,' and 
to better service hi' the field of pubUc 
health. 'Hils early start was made pos- 
sible financIaUy by the generosity of 
the :Qu6bwy^vinclal. Branch of the 
Canadia^^i^ëross Society, which 
agreed to finance it for a period of 
three years. 

University Control 

In 1924, the University, assumed full 
respohsidllity for the m^ntenance ..^f 
the school, this; action -placing: tlie 
School upon, equal basis with other 
Schools in the University os an integ- 
ral part of Its educational project and 
service. The school within McGIll Uni- 
versity, in a cosmopolitan city like, 
Montreal, it is believed has unusual 
opportunities for the carrying out of 
both Its academic and practical field 
work, and. asslsthig its graduates more 
fully' to understand : and perform their 
various tasks. V ' 

llie;.8ch<»Ucbntiiiued to carry on! 
its wbrk^^wl^^^l^'Sâ'^lmd support of 
the 'University, sending Its graduates 
not only to every province In Canada 
but to many countries abroad, until 
tlie fall of 1832, when the University 
felt it. must retrench in its expendi- 
tures, as a' result of the depression; and 
as the School for Nurses Is the only 
professional , ischool which does not 
meet its maintenance in^whole or part 
of endowment, the University felt it 
must, cease the maintenance of this 
School.

Says Great Majority of 
Soviets Receive Many 
Unique AdyimtageB 

A RATSESR sympathetic view of 
Communism was presented, by J. 
King Gordon, M.A., In the second in a 
series of lecture on Problems in Social 
Reconstruction given in Strathcona 
Hall last night. The lecturer,- who was 
hi Soviet Russia last summer, gave a 
large audience an outline of the way 
the new social order appears to be 
working out. 

Mr. Gordon attacked- the opinion 
that Communism is Intangible theoriz- 
ing. "If you want to insult a Com- 
munist," he said, "call hhn an ideal- 
istl" Modem Cooimunism Is non- 
utoplan; it searches for the basic 
causes of social reform, and thence the 
road to reform. 

Workers Aided 
He pohited out. some of the results 
that have been achieved in. the life of 
the people. The worker has a sttmd- 
ardized seven-hour working-day. The 
rest of . ttie.A lme.he may spend as he 
pleases'ijBCTffi^- theatre, cinema, in 
sport, His health worries 

are easrafj^^jj^l fact that he receives 
free medical attention. The Soviet is 
working to educate the peo|ple. The 
great majority of the workers, said the 
speaker, receive certain advantages 
which are denied a lot of westerners, 
summed up under the headings, Secur- 
ity 'and Cultural Possibility. 

In an interèsthig digression on cine- 
matic art, Mr. Gordon related that a 
Russian dhector told hhn that a Soviet 
flhn strives fhst to educate, then to be 
Art, and then to entertain, nils , ia 
but one indication of the attitude of 
the Soviet leader»-^ unceashig striv- 
ing to Instill the people with their 
principles. They take advantage.;^ of. 
:&'^^^'il^■nr.othcâ t)f~IwttinB-4brpugla'-^ 
progressive schemes. Bealtehig, /the 
frailty of mankind, they encourage the 
workers with every possible incentive: 
one man will work from the motive of 
profit, another for social approbation, 
and getthig his picture in' the paper,

During the last year or two, there 
has'been much diseuision of the press- 
ing subject, or 

tlon. 'iQaetiraasbn fin: ttiis^b^ttiâ^ the 

legldàtion'ànd other insitters pertahi- 
ing to economic policy, has largely 
passed Into thé hands of the widely 
diverse provinces. This causes a very 
bqrokén and incoherent system of légis-^ 
latlon, when each of the leglslatitres 
of the nine provinces are enabled to 
pass their own laws. 

Borne persons believe that the sys- 
tem of state policy set up by states- 
men in 1867, is not elastic enough nor 
fitting to apply to present day ex- 
igencies. As a result, some have felt 
that. the B,NA. Act - should be so 
amended ais to put these powers of 
the provinces. into the hands of the 
federal government. The important 
urgency of the need for remodelling 
the Act is illustrated by the fact that 
some of our leadhig statesmen have 
seriously considered suppbrthig the 
proposal.

THE GREAT DEPRESSION by Lionel 
Robbins. - MacMiilan and Co. 1934. 
pp. 200. 

'J^HE present economic depression has brought 
forth a veritable plethora of economic litera- 
ture, dealing v^tïi ' various phases of the orbi£, 
explanations of its genesis, and proposals for its 
eradication. We have had Innumerable texts dur- 
ing the past five years on unemployment, tariffs 
and trade, public finance and especially money. 
Technocracy, social credlf and other solutions have 
found their beginnings In the existing economic 
chaos. 

Now comes a complete survey dealing with the 
course and pliases of the depression, and offering 
proposals for the future, iii|j^^^r«t: Depres- 
sion," by Lionel. Bobbins, prof^wrm'^the London 
School of Economics. Professor Bobbins, as he 
tells lis in his preface, desires "with the aid of 
wliat is sometimes called 'orthodox' -economics, to 
furnish a succinct commentary on the more con- 
spicuous features of the slump and its antece- 
dents." The book is a clear, concise statement of 
why the depression started, the course it has run, 
and the conditions needed for recovery. But some- 
how one is inclined to think that the author In 
his survey has used economics which is perhaps 
too "orthodox." 

Professor Robbins does much to clear up. sev- 
eral current miaconceptions. The Au in prices he 
attrlbutes|mtott^>as an effect tlwn a cause of the 
crisis; he*?Sc^ïs the prevalent argument that a 
stable price level is the key to prevention of de- 
pressions, jmd«nally he attempts to disprove the 
argument|pS^he fall in prices was due to a 
shortage of gold or even to its maldistribution, 
which . Ke attributes, not to sterilization, but to a 
state' of ''continued disequilibrium with the rest of 
the world which was the fate of Great Britain." 

One very interesting part of his work is where, 
the author attempts t6 explain the cause of the 
crisis. HU theory Is onè; of a disequilibrium between 
investment and sayings, which leads to a "struc- 
ture oryprbdactlon" Incapable' of perpetrating it- 
self once credit, In the acute 'stage of the crisis, is 
restricted. ' His theory runs very closely to the 
HayeWan analysis, though of course it Is presented 
in a venr abbreviated form. The author then -traces 
the actual events wjiich occurred,. Immediately be- 
fore tl)e crisis in the, light of his theoretical -ïh- 
.alys|^^oj^^|itito|tolly of the easy money policy 
of VM^Tb^nP^Waèiye System, and the havoc 
mx)ught by the cessation of foreign lending., 

After a succinct analysis of the finanoial crisis 
of 1931 and the subséquent intematibrial chaos, 
which, is purely descriptive, Pi-of. Roijblns enters 
the most interesting and controversial part of his 
volume. It is obvious that lie has little i«spect for 
the N.RA.„ apd all other forms of restrictionism 
and planning. To.' him the AAA. and the ï^t of 
Roosevelt's alphabet soup axe coonomlcaUy un- 
sound and can acconipllsh nothing -in the way of 
recovei-y. Pla'nnlng he claims is not possible under 
a capitalist econ<Hny, but this does not mean that 
the author favours Socialism. By no means! To 
him Socialism mA planning would mean instabil- 
ity, inefficiency and a check to economic progress. 

Professor Robbins, enters the very centre of 
controversy when he ' outlines what he considers 
to be the conditions for recovery, 'These Include 
Immediate stabilization of the exchanges, with the 
eventual restoration of the gold ^standa rd, and the 
general lowering of trade ban ^^ ÎB^t- eocao-. 
mists will be inclined to agree vSS^ ^S^njt iiese 
respects. But the author then advocatSStnS'rfree- 
Ing of the market," which, although he vigorously 
denies it,i,seems to amount to nothing more than 
pure laia^^ire. Since the War increasing price- 
rigidity and wage-inflexlblUty and an ossified busi- 
ness, structure,' aggravated by government aid to 
monopolies and other government policies, have 
increased the insecurity of the' industrial system. 
The policy of the State to industry must undergo 
complete revision and business .should be left to 
be dominated by the market. 

It is with this last idea that most students will 
be inclined to disagree. When on all sides of us 
we see the cry for Increased government restric- 
tion and interfere nce^ythls^ple a^^ 
in the wUderness.^Ign^fw'ïïmi^l^ 
one closes the book with a feeli 
m^nt and disappointment. The^uj^^s plea to 
"give Capitalism a chance" does^^j^pi to ring 
true after the experience of the past 'decade, and 
the philosophy he is uttering^ls one that is gen- 
erally conceded to be completely out of date. Pro- 
fessor Robbins seems to be offering a step back- 
wards as a solution for our ills ... .

China Revealed As 
Misunderstood Land

many, respects, ' If not more so-.-than 
most . cities in Canada. However' one 



can still notice the old ideas,.and cus- 
toms; which certainly form si; contrast 
to the modem "idea.s On' the streets 
bf these cities can be seen automor 
biles of the latest styles, whizzing past 
at a tremendous rate; representing the 
modern age. wWle rickshaws and 
wheelban-ows. représentatives of the 
old age are still in' abundance, plod- 
ding along at, a çnail's pace. ,On the 
sidewalks .càn.rbe Iseen :.people di%ssed 
in tlie" latest "'-styles from 'Paris and 
New . York, ■ while otiiers on the same 
sidewalks >stlll. cling; to the styles . of 
their ancestors. As we walk down ttic 
streets,, we notice many fine modern 
buildings, , designed by present day 
architects, rising majestically towards 
the s;:J': and not far away are other 
buildings, fashioned olong ancient' 
architèttural designs;'which were prob- 
ably built hundreds of years before^wc 
were born. Truly, this part of the 
world seems to be a meeting place for 
things old and new, modern and an- 
cient.

The Ohlhese 
government has already made plans to 
build a new city called greater Shang- 
hai in tlie beautiful country district of 
Kif ngwan, about a mile or two away 
from tile settletoént». "nie new civic 
centre which oorrésponds to the city 
haU has ajready been built there, and 
constriicUon on other bulldinf» . are 
progressing quite rapidly. Farther- in- 
land are the cities of Hangchow aB<^ 
Sooehbw. ■ Bach year Hangchow at- 
tracts many tourists because of Ite 
wonderful scenery, and of Its famous 
"West Lake," which is considered to 
be the mc-t beautiful in Chins. The 
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new highway between ^ngchow and 
Shanghai makes it easy for motorists ^ 
from the seaport to spend weel{«id^*af^- 
;9ai}gchow during the sumfîeç; time. ' 
Soochow, a quiet city near Shanglui,' 
is noted especially for its féminine 
cliurm. Tsingtao, in the north of .China, 
which was formerly a German séapoô^,. 
is considered to be the best summer-- 
resort in .China, and attracts thou- 
sands, of tourists earh year. Its na- 
tural sea beach, lus ctiany hotels and 
other modern pUicss. rival the best in 
America. In the south of China is 
Hong Kong, which I CQnzlder to be 
one of: t tëimb stib M utif ul' places in tlie 
Par EasIPlTjlS'^lslaiîd^ col^^ with its .

China Revealed As 
Misunderstood Land 



(ContinucdV'^lMgc fico; 

overseas Chbaese from America now 
make their homes Ui Canton especially 
hi the district of Tungshnn. 
i • Distinctions . ! 

I "To my mind- there seems to be a ; 
' great distinction between the Canton- ' 
esc and the other people in China. 
North of the Yantze Klang river the 
people are genei-ally called northern- 
ers. Although I am a full-blooded Can- 
tonese, still from close observation I 
am of the opinion that the Cantonese 
Igrej^the most .jgj^^vè, daring and 
[enterprising pé^Srar^jna. The dis- 
tinction . between ' tiie Cantonese , and 
the northemers seenw to be similar to 
that between .the French and the Eng- 
lish, but to a lesser degree. The Can- 
tonese as a whole are more modem 
than any others in China and readily 
fall in with the idsas and customs of 
the westerners. The northerners, on 
the other hand are great scholars and 
educationalists, and are great stu- 
dents of the old Chinese classics. They 
appear to be slower tlwri the Cantonese 
in accepting modern ideas and cus- 
toms, and will hesitate before making 
the change. This can be noted in the 
univ^tles' of Shanghai where both 
tiie Cantonese and northemers attend. 
As a rule the Cantonese dress -in- the 
latest foreign styles, are more extrava- 
gant, and attend all forms of foreign 
.rMreatlon. On the other hand the 
northern students as; a whole, still 
dress In the ibng gowns, and are more 
apt to be plugging away at; theUr: les- 
sons than anywhere else. The Can- 
tonese peoiileareipatrlotlc to the high- 
est degree.rand wlll.pu stubborn 
defence for tlielr rights at any thne. 
The average forelgnsr who has lived 
In China for any length of time will 
confirm this 'statement,- 

BeaivUniycnitles 

"As yet the univensitles lh CWna 
have: not attained as high a standard 
as those in America,: but the linprove- 
ment in educàMon ^la;! growing at'- a 
rapid pace. Among the leading: univer- 
sities hi China are: Pèiphig Union 
Medical College, Yenchhig University, 
St. Jolm's, Shanghai College, Full "ran, 
University, ciehtfal University to Nan- 
king.. ' 

"As a rule the universities axe situ- 
ated In distant suburbs of large cities 
in |he open spaces where there Is 
plenty of fresh air. Most universities 
have middle schools as well as gram- 
mar schools and the average student 
body with its two lesser schools Is be- 
tween 1,000 2,000,;' mi Christian
